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Council approves Chief Parker’s requests

The Elba City Council approved a 
request from Police Chief Jack Park- 
er to purchase two new patrol cars. 
The council was shown quotes from 
both Cook Chevrolet and Dixie 
Ford, The quotes gave a price for 
straight purchase and lease/purchase, 

After discussing the matter and 
comparing prices the council mem- 
bers agreed to to lease the vehicles 
and accepted Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood's recommendation that one be 
leased from each local dealer, 

However following the Thursday 
night meeting, City Clerk Jeff Good- 
son checked the legality of the action 
with an attomey with the League of 
Municipalities. The question was on 
the intend of the bid law, Goodson 


“We the people have the 
power to push this and 
make it work,” said John- 
son, 


said he had been told that as long as 
the lease payments didn’t exceed 
$5,000 a year, no bids were neces- 
sary. However wording in the bid 
law does not address this. It simply 
reads that if a purchase or lease ex- 
ceeds $5,000, sealed bids must be 
taken. Following the advice of the 
lawyer that “it would be safer to ac- 
cept bids on the cars" Goodson said 
that is what will be done. 

The city will be accepting bids on 
two new cars, equipted with a “po- 
lice package.” 

Parker reported to the council that 
the department had received a total 
of 31 complaints, During this time 
11 arrest were made. There were 
also six traffic citations issued, in- 
cluding two for DUI. 

Parker was given permission to 
hire an additional police officer, He 
explained to council members that 
three officers would be out during 
the summer for National Guard 
Camp, summer vacations were com- 
ing up and overtime during football 
season was costly. 

The council agree to the addition- 
al officer if Parker and the city clerk 
could show enough reduction in 
overtimewould keep the salary with- 


in budget. 

The city council tabled any action 
on passing a hunting ordinance, 
Council member Earl McCollough 
explained that the proposed “within 
1000 feet of a home” in the proposed 
ordinance would prevent him from 
hunting on his own farm, 

McCollough also — cautioned 
against passing rules which coun- 
tered state laws, He urged the coun- 
cil study the proposal longer before 
taking action, He correctly noted that 
hunting season is over until next fall 
and therefore there should be no 
rush, 

Gary Brown was present and 
asked about the status on the old 
Board of Education building. He ex- 
plained he had presented a proposal 
to purchase the property several 
wecks ago and was requesting an an- 
swer. 

A proposal from Gerald Tucker 
was also read to the council. Tucker 
was proposing to convert the BOE 
building into craft shops and offices, 
Tucker said a small maunfacturing 
firm was interested in moving into 
the old vocational building. 

After a short discussion, the coun- 
cil accepted a request from Mayor 
Haywood to table any action until he 
could meet with members of the In- 
dustrial Board, 

Citizen Mary Hooks discussed 
with the council a proposal to start a 
Head Start program in Elba. this 
would serve children from age three 
to five. The program would be par- 
tially federally funded and the bal- 
ance from donations. 

Mr. and Mrs. L. B. Johnson 
agreed with the need. They told the 
council of having to drive to New 
Brockton before day to insure their 
small children had adaquate care 
while they were at work. “We the 
people have the power to push this 
and make it work,” ‘said Johnson. 
“There is nothing more important 
than our children and we need to 
give them the proper training and 
stop these potential problems before 
they start,” he added. 

Monthly bills totaling 
$124,772.81 were approved for pay- 
ment, This included $107,127 as the 
city’s part of annual insurance pre- 
miums,. $65,627 of this amount is 
Workman’s Comp and $41,500 is 
gencral liability insurance. This left 
$17,645.81 in regular bills. 


New Brockton Mayor Holley 
cautions town’s residents

New Brockton’s mayor, Kathryn 
Holley, is asking not to be deceived 
if they receive a telephone call ask- 
ing if they need repairs made to their 
home. 

Local residents have been con- 
tacting the city clerk, saying they 
have received phone calls. They re- 
port a person or company is request- 
ing they sign a contract allowing 
them to make necessary repairs to 
their home, 

“Some of our elderly citizens are 
confusing these inquires with the on- 
going Community Development 
Block Grant Housing Rehabilitation 
Program taking place in New Brock- 
ton at this time,” said Mayor Holley. 

Holley said, “I want to make cer- 


tain the homeowners who are anx- 
ious to participate in the rehab pro- 
gram understand the process and 
procedure the town uses in taking 
applications for home repair.” 

Presently, the town is not accept- 
ing any further applications for 
phase one of the Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram, Town officials are in the pro- 
cess of applying for a second Com- 
munity Development Block Grant 
for housing rehabilitation. 

Mayor Holley said if and when 
the second grant is approved, the 
town council will assure the resi- 
dents the notification process will be 
the same as the one used in phase 
one, 

The New Brockton Police Depart- 
ment and other representatives of the 
town will go door-to-door informing 
local homeowners of the approval of 
the second grant. 


Garbage pick-up was again dis- 
cussed, Council member Ronnie Jin- 
right has been outspoken in favor of 
Elba getting back into the grabage 
pick-up. He strongly feels Elba can 
do the job cheaper than a commer- 
cial firm, 

However, he said he had an open 
mind, “I want what is best for the 
people of Elba,” Jinright said. 

After a lengthy discussion, in 
which representatives of both Wast- 
Away and the present contractor ISS

addressed the council, a motion 
passed to seck bids. The agreement 
was to get bids splitting the residen- 
tial and commercial and with a com- 
bined bid as is presently being used. 

The council approved a request 
from Operations Officer Henry 
Clerk to pay the cost of employees 
who are required to secure commer- 
cial drivers licenses. This amounts to 
$40 an employee. Any employee 
who leaves within one year must re- 
pay the expense.

Board members reviewed the fi- 
nancial report and Murdock noted 
accounts receivable totaled $12,700 
and 2 accounts made up over half of 
this total. He had explained in earlier 
meetings that court proceedings 
were involved in some of the late 
payments. 

A total of $15,700 in bad ac- 
counts have been recorded this year. 
Several thousand dollars of this 
amount has been collected with the 
help of small claims court, Murdock 
said, 

The cash flow of the utility has 
dropped from last month by 
$72,000. Records show the City is 
behind by $43,000 in payment for 
work on the sewer system. Murdock 
suggested the City be asked to look 
into this so it doesn’t accumulate any 
higher. 

Electric sales were up $40,000 for 
the year but expenses were up more, 
The comparison indicates salarics 
are up in administration, field and 
supervision. Vehicle expense was 
down, but maintenance was up, Bad 
debts increased from $3,872 to 
$14,136. 

The board members were in- 
formed by Henry Clark that the 
wholesale cost of electricity in- 
creased on January Ist by 1.5%,

Elba High’s bomb threat proves to be hoax

On Tuesday, March 16, at ap- 
proximately 1:00 p.m., the Elba po- 
lice received a call from officials at 
Elba High School that a bomb threat 
type call had been received. 

According to reports, a secretary 
in the high school’s office took the 
call. The anonomous caller sounded 
like a female attempting to disguise 
her voice. 

No description as to what type ex- 
plosives were in the bomb or at what 
time it was set to explode was given 
by the caller. However, the caller did 
say that it was located somewhere in 
the high school building. 

As a precaution, school officials 
evacuated the building and notified 
the police. - 

The announcement was made to 
the students that a fire drill was be- 
ing conducted and they exited the 
building in an orderly manner, ac- 
cording to school officials, 

Elba police dispatched police of- 
ficers, fire units, and rescue units to 
stand by at the school until a thor- 
ough search could be conducted,

Elba All-Stars return home Sunday 
Snowbound Stars survive storm at state 


You win some, you lose some 
and some get....snowed out?! 

The "Storm of the Century" that 
dumped almost two feet of snow 
across north Alabama last weekend 
forced the postponement of the State 
A.R.P.A. "10 and Under" Basketball 
Tournament, in Childersburg, and 
trapped Elba players, parents and 
fans for almost two days before they 
were able to make their way out over 
snow covered roadways. 

The Elba contingent arrived in 
Sylacauga late Friday afternoon to 
compete in Saturday's event, and did 
actually get to practice at the city's 
community center Friday night. 

However, Saturday was a com-

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Hearing for former police chief Freddie Hanchey is now underway

A hearing is underway in Elba on 
the firing (suspension?) of former 
fooee chief Freddie Hanchey. The 

earing began at 9 a.m. Friday and 

was continued until a yet unnamed 
date when testimony ended at 2:15 
Friday afternoon. 

It was necessary to continue the 
hearing until a later date because 
Hanchey had to be at his new job 
with Dorsey Trailers for the second 
shift. Also two council members had 
to return to their jobs. 

Such a hearing is a first in Elba, 
but is required under Alabama law 
for permanent employces unless for- 
mally waived by the employee being 
dismissed. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood resisted 
holding the hearing for Hanchey un- 
til the City’s liability insurance com- 
pany faxed a letter to the city attor- 
ney instructing them to hold the 
hearing. 

According to Alabama law, the 
hearing is required “before the ap- 
propriate body”. Elba has no active 
personnel board, therefore the appro- 
priate board is the mayor and city 
council, along with the city clerk, 
who is the official personnel officer. 
A $750,000 claim, claiming wrong-, 
ful discharge, has been filed by Jared 


on behalf of Hanchey 

The hearing is being held wi the 
court room of the Elba courthouse, 
because of the interest shown by the 
news media and interested citizens. 
It also allowed normal work to con- 
tinue at city hall throughout the day. 

Moderating the hearing is City 
Attorney Mark Vaughan while Han- 
chey is being represented by Elba 
Attorney Mike Jared, 

Haywood, who released Hanchey 
on January 11 by certified letter, is 
represented by his personal attorney 
Jackson W. (Bill) Stokes, also of 
Elba, 

When the hearing opened Friday 
morning there was a large crowd of 
spectators in the courtroom, Howev- 
cr, at the time of the continuation 
Friday afternoon, spectators had 
dwindled to about 15, in addition to 
six news media representatives, 

The first person to testify in the 
hearing was Mayor Ricky Haywood, 
After answering questions from his 
attorney, the mayor was questioned 
by Jared. Lengthy discussions on 
procedures for the hearing and Hay- 
wood's testimony took over four 
hours Friday. 

The original reasons given on 
January 11, 1993 for the dismissal of 
Hanchey were 25 burglaries with 
only two solved and some officers 
clapping when Haywood left a po- 


lice Christmas party. Haywood re- 
portedly told council members in ex- 
ecutive session that “some police 
officers don’t speak to me when | 
meet them on the street.” 

As the hearing opened, reports of 
an effort to “set up” Haywood tor 
selling prescription drugs without a 
prescription; disloyalty and dissatis- 
faction within the department; along 
with Haywood's claims that Han- 
chey was only a temporary employ- 
ee and that he didn’t respond to an 
offer to be assistant chief were ex- 
amined and cross examined, 

Efforts to keep testimony to 
events which happened during the 
time after the new administration 
took office, were almost hopeless. 
Testimony continued to go back into 
the previous year, 

Haywood’s closing testimony 
dealt with a birthday party before he 
took office, He vividly remembered 
conversations he claimed he had 
with Attorney Jared about the police 
department. However, he couldn't 
remember who started the discus- 
sion; if the beer was served from a 
keg (illegal in Elba) or making state- 
ments that he was going to “get 
those who locked him up after the 
flood,” 

Jared said in the hearing that the 
statements Haywood made about 
their conversations were untrue and 


Muddy streets complaint heard by council

Muddy streets were the motiva- 
tion that moved a group of Mulberry 
Heights citizens to address the Elba 
City Council Monday night. 

The paving project which was 
started last September is still not 
completed. The contractor has been 
plagued by rain, rain and more rain. 

The streets were cut down to al- 
low improved drainage from the 
yards in the area. Placing of fresh 
sub-base and base dirt have turned 
the rainy wet streets into almost im- 
passable mud bogs. 

Engineer Bobby Lee tricd to ex- 
plain the situation to the residents of 
the area, but they still wanted to 
know when they could expect relief. 
When asked when they could com- 
plete the project, Lee said, “Give us 
a timetable for the rain to quilt, we 
will give you a timetable for com- 
pleting the project.” 

W. C. (Willic) Flowers read a 
prepared statement in which he said, 
“This administration has done noth- 
ing to help Mulberry Heights.” He 
continued with “This so-called may- 
or and ineffective council - before 
you self destruct, we want you to 
construct.” 

Other area residents who were 
equally disturbed by the problems 
said Tuesday they didn’t attend the 


meeting because they knew nothing 
could be done until the weather 
clears. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton told the group they were not in- 
sensitive to the concerns of those liv- 
ing on the muddy streets. She too 
explained that the weather was caus- 
ing the delay, and “none of us has 
any control over the weather.” 


The official position was that the 
area needed two or three weeks with 
no rain before work could resume. It 
then will take 30 to 35 days to com-, 
plete the paving project. 

The mayor and council told the 
group that the Elba street department: 
would do whatever it could (haul 
sand, etc.) to help them survive the 
problem.

Others testifying before the hear- 
ing was continued were Mrs. Doris 
Farmer and Elba police = officer 
Randy White. Neither of these was 
questioned over 20 minutes cach. 

Stokes indicated at the beginning 
of the mecting he had other people 
scheduled to testify. Jared said he 
planned extensive cross examination 
of any witness addressing the hear- 
ing. 

Alt press time no date has been set 
to continue testimony in this infor- 
mal hearing. Some council members 
had conflicts with a Wednesday 
morning, March 24th (yesterday) 
lime to resume the hearings. The 
weck of AEA was impossible as sev- 
cral participants would be out of 
town for the school holiday. 

City Attorney Mark Vaughan said 
Tuesday he was trying to find a date 
sometime during the first week of 
April when all parties could be 
present for the next stage of the hear- 
ing.

City renews present garbage contract

The Elba City Council on Mon- 
day night rescinded two actions of 
the previous mecting and went in 
different directions. 

City Clerk Jeff Goodson in- 
formed the council he was prepared 
to advertise for bids to lease two po- 
lice cars. He explained to the council 
members that the action of the previ- 
ous meeting may have violated the 
Alabama bid law and therefore he 
was recommending they advertise 
for bids. 

Bid request will be mailed to the 
seven automobile dealers on the 
Elba bid list, according to Goodson. 

Mayor Rocky Haywood also 
asked the city council to reconsider 
action taken at the previous meeting 
to advertise for bids on a new con- 
tract for garbage pick-up. 

Haywood explained that it would 
be legal to extend the present con- 
tract with ISS for an additional three 
years, at no incrcase in charges to 
Elba. 

He explained this would also 
eliminate the need to pay ISS the un- 
depreciated balance of $78,000 on 
the 1840 green garbage cans being 
used in Elba, 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less made a motion to rescind the ac- 
tion of the last meeting; extend the 
present contract for an additional 
three years with no increase in price; 
ISS must buy Elba’s two garbage 
trucks and the 6 large containers al- 
ready purchased; plus the approxi- 
mately $105,000 received from this 
sale will be put in a special saving 
account for the term of the contract, 


County commission acts on fire marshal's report

inmate fails in 


his attempt to take his own life

According to the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, a prisoner in 
the county jail attempted to take his 
own life early last Thursday morn- 
ing, March 18, 

Chief Deputy Ben Moates stated 
that Willie Fred Bumey, 51, of 
Route 1, Jack, AL tried to kill him- 
self, in his cell, by slashing both his 
arms inside the bend of the elbows, 

Burney is charged with two 
counts of capital murder in the Feb- 
ruary 16 shooting deaths of his son, 
Quenton Anderson Burney, 2, and 
his step-son, Kerwin Donnell Hor- 
stead. 5. He is being held without 

A spokesperson for the sheriff's 


Gopartmnent stated that correctional 
officers made a routine check on 
prisoners at approximately 3:08 


a.m., and Burney was okay al that 
time, 

While making another prisoner 
check al approximately 3:45 a.m., 
correctional officers discovered Bur- 
ney lying on the floor bleeding, Both 
his arms were cut on the inside near 
the bend of the elbow, 

Burney was taken to the Medical 
Center in Enterprise where he re- 
ceived emergency teatment. His 
wounds were determined not to be 
life-threatening. 

The prisoner remained in the hos- 
pital overnight for observation, He 
was kept under guard, 

A small piece of razor blade was 
used by Burney to cut himself, Bur- 
ney told authorities where he had 
hidden the razor blade in his cell, but 
not how it was obtained, 

The matter is still under investiga- 
tion by the Coffee County Sheriffs 
Department.

“I absolutely will not support 
spending another dime on the 
present (Enterprise) Courthouse,” 
said Averett. “The only thing | will 
support is the complete demolition,” 

Brett Morgan, president of the 
Enterprise Chamber of Commerce, 
had addressed the commisson prior 
to Averett's request, He stated that 
the present courthouse “doesn’t meet 
current needs and requirements,” 

“A new courthouse (in Enter- 
prise) is needed to give a positive 
image to the county and communt- 
ty,” said Morgan, 

Averett's request was as follows: 
a public hearing be held on Friday, 
April 2, to hear comments on a spe- 
cial property tax to finance a new 
courthouse in Enterprise and an ad- 
dition to the Elba Courthouse; a spe- 
cial meeting with State Representa 
tive Jimmy Holley tw request 
legislation to allow a special election 
to vole on the tax; and a request that 


ihe special. election be held on May 
18, 

The Alabama Legislature will 
have to give its approval for a refe- 
rendum to be held on the proposed 
lax.

District Court Judge certifies 
youths to stand trial as adults

After a hearing in District Court 
held Friday, March 12, Judge Thom- 
as Head certified four Elba youth to 
stand trial as adults, 

The youths certified were: Perry 
Rudolph Stinson, Jr., 17, of 709 
Roosevelt Drive in Elba; Undray 
Kercel Chism, 15, of Jackson St. in 
Elba; Timothy Larrelle Tillis, 17, of 
Regency Apartments in Elba,: and 
Kenya Kenyatta Adkins, 18, of 147 
Buford St. in Elba. 

On Friday, March 5, the four 
juveniles were picked up in reter- 
ence to an incident which occurred 
on Wednesday, March 3. — Shots 
were fired into a residence located 
on Hickman Avenue in Elba, 

An investigation into the matter 
by Elba police led to the apprehen- 
sion of the four youths. 

Alter being taken into custody, 
the four were transported to the Bay 
Minette Youth Detention Center in 
Baldwin County, Alabama where 
they were held until a hearing could 
be scheduled, 

A motion by the District Attor- 
ney’s Office to certify the youths to 


stand trial as adults was made to the 
court on March 9, 

Judge Head set the hearing date 
for March 12 and after hearing testi- 
mony in the case made his ruling. 

A court order was signed by 
Judge Head on March 15 which 
granted the DA’s motion that the 
four youths be certified. 

They are charged with dlechars- 
ing a firearm into an occupied dwell- 
ing which is a Class B felony. If con- 
victed, the young men could be 
facing two to twenty years in prison 
and/or a fine of up to $10,000.00, 

The judge further ordered that the 
youths be placed in the Coffee 
County Jail with bond set at $5,000 
each. At the present time, all four are 
free after posting bail. 

The case has been bound over to 
grand jury for action, 

According to informed sources, 
the testimony given by one of the 
youths involved in the shooting inci- 
dent indicates there is gang activity 
in Elba, Alabama. 

At this time, it is not possible to 
say to what degree the gangs exist; 
however, the authorities are aware of 
the situation and are investigating,
